caysed consternation among those who
happened to be in the vicinity of West
Broad and Liberty streets. The great
elm that stood at the corner in the
yard of what is known as the George
Ouvitt place, was split almost the en-

tire length of the trunk, and that por-
tion that was loosened fell . towards
Liberty street, and was held from
falling fo the street by a large and
strong pole of the Westerly Light &
Power Co.

The pule holds the telephone and
fire alarm wires as well as those
charged with electricity, and as soon
as possible guards were posted to
warn people to keep 'beyond the dan-
ger zone, as there was liability of the
giving way to the great weight of the
fallen tree. When the falling portion
of the tree came in contact with the
pole, the arms bearing the long dis-
tance telephone and tire alarm wires
were smashed and that service put out
of business.

This tree is said to be tha oldest in
this section The trunk waB compar-
atively short and about twenty' feet in
circumference, with many branches
as large as the ordinary elm tree,
and it is believed that its spread was
larger than any two trees in West-
erly. It was transplanted by George
Stiliman one hundred years ago.

The big electric light pole bent un-
derneath the great weight of the tree,
and all the wires usually on a corner
pole were cut, which meant a cut out
of the electric light and power service
in Stonington. Mystic and Noank. as
well as in Pawcatuck.

Just after two o'clock there came a
momentary increase in the gale, the
electric light pole snapped in two near
the sidewalk, and the almost severed
portion of the big tree came to the
road with a crash, blocking West
Broad and Liberty streets. The ends
of the branches struck the building
on the opposite corner owned by Pat-
rick McNamara. carrying away a
chimney, damaging the roof and
smashing windows in the Libertystreet side, of the buildine--

Selectman Stable took charge and in'
a short time the branches that covered
the sidewalks were cut away, and the
walks made passable. Then the wood
choppers chopped away and in a short
time vehicular traffic was made pos-
sible.

down the trappers for fair. iBy the
way they talk one would think that the
aforesaid fox hunters owned the state
of Connecticut, foxes and all; and
their wrath is something to make a
trapper tremble in his boots. There
is no law in Connecticut against trap-
ping foxes, except the use of scented
bait. No law against snaring the
same, es foxes come under the head
of vermin and nothing classed as game
can possibly get caught in a fox snare
properly set. Still the fox hunter thinks
if one of his doga accidentally gets
caught in a fox trap, or snare, that ha
can do something fearful about it.

These same fox hunters' dogs can
chase deer, which is plainly against
the law, and it is all right (the dog
mentioned in jour article is a deer
chaser ).v

As for the value of a foxhound, it Is
something that does not exist. There
is not a foxhound in this state, or any
other state, that can be proved to toe
of any actual value. Thirty years' ex-

perience with foxes and hounds proves
the above assertion. I have caught
as many foxes and dogs ae any man
in Connecticut, and I never killed a dog
yet toy catching him in a fox trap or
snare. I will give any man (10 who
can show a mark on any dog that was
caused toy one of my traps.

. Perhaps the farmers and people in
general are going to toe dictated to
about what they can do toy a few fox
hunters whose methods of getting
foxes with dog and gun is as far be-
hind the times a.s Rip Van "Winkle
was when he awoke from his famous
sleep. But when they do, Iiwlll move
into some other state, where the people
have more intelligence. Any man who
has got a reasonable amount of toruins
can Roe that the"duys of fox hunting
in New England with a hound dgg
have oone by. As between the trap-
pers and the deer nuisance, both of
which have come to stay, and are in-

creasing every year, the old, old fash-
ioned fox hunter is relegated to the
same pl.-.-ce ns the flintlock musket, and
that is where he belongs.
